SUBJECT: Visit of Jeff Whieldon, House Select 
Committee Staff 


1. On 2 October, I briefed Mr. Jeff Whieldon, House 
Select Committee Staff, on the (a) missions and functions 
of OER and (b) production of intelligence pertaining to 
the Soviet grain purchases of 1972. 


2. Mr. Whieldon was Pcrasess in an overview of 
OER's role in providing intelligence support to policy- 
makers in order to place OER's responsibilities for re-

"non-adversary" vein) and took extensive notes. He was 
reasonably well..informed on the major aspects of the 1972 
case.
